NEW TYPE BRAKE? New electrically-controlled 
device employing a “fluid drive” principle developed 
by Eaton Manufacturing Co., Cleveland, may soon 
mean grab-free and non-freezing brakes for trucks 
Device employs a “Magnefluid’ composed of graphite 
and powdered iron—-and is actuated by a magnetic 
force. The mixture “freezes” according to the amount 
of electricity applied. Howard J. Findley, Eaton's 
manager of research, says tests show no wear on op- 
erating surfaces, indicating that brake wear would be 
virtually eliminated. Also, unlike conventional brak- 
ing systems, this unit will not freeze or grab as the 
result of heat generated by extended brake applica- 
tion, as is so often the case of heavy duty trucks op 
erating in hilly country. Unit also is said to be ap 
plicable to passenger car use, but current thinking is 
directed primarily to its adaption for truck use
